And What Have You

Although we were pleased with 
the election results last Saturday; 
we have to admit that we were su r­ 
prised. We really did not think there 
was much hope that Lloyd Bentsen 
could defeat veteran Sen. Ralph Yar­ 
borough. And we surely did not ex­ 
pect it to be by such a margin. 
Since Bentsen was such a po­ 
litical unknown, the results of the 
election would seem to bear out the 
fact that the people of Texas just did 
not approve of the liberal philosophy 
of Yarborough. 
This should not really be too 
surprising to his supporters since 
he is the only liberal to be elected 
in a state-wide race in the past 20 
years at least. While there are areas 
where the people think and vote lib­ 
eral in Texas—the majority of the 
state stays in an area between con­ 
servative and moderate when they 
go to the polls. 
One awkward outcome of the 
elections Saturday is that from the 
best we can tell there will only be 
one state-wide run-off in the June 6 
second prim ary. This means that in 
counties like Jones, where there are 
no run-offs in the local races, there 
will only be one race on the ballot. 
This will be for Supreme Court Place 
3 and will evidently pit James Den­ 
ton against Matt Davis; although we 
have not seen the final figures in this 
race. 
The cost per vote cast in this 
election will be very high since it is 
not likely that much interest will be 
generated in this race. 
As interest goes—this election 
last Saturday surely failed to set any 
voter records. We find ourselves 
wondering after just about every 
election what it takes to get people 
to vote. Since our whole system is 
built around this one simple process 
of voting we cannot help but wonder 
how long it can stay together when 
citizens are not concerned enough 
to take a few minutes each year to 
cast a ballot. 
We just wonder how loud the 
cry would be from those who failed 
to vote if they were told that there 
would not beany more elections and 
those who are in would just pick their 
own successors and make their own 
rules and laws. 
The sad thing is that you work 
and work to get people registered to 
vote and then only about a third or 
less exercise this privilege. We have 
to wonder about all of this fuss to get 
18 year-olds the right to vote when 
we suspect that less than 20 percent 
of those between the ages of 21 and 
25 vote. We doubt if the younger set 
would do much better. 


We would like to see the war 
in South Vietnam come to an end as 
much as the next person and feel that 
the move made last week by P resi­ 
dent Nixon was probably the best 
move made by this country in the 
past several years. We know that if 
we were one of those fighting over 
there we would strongly approve of 
the idea of getting rid of the sanctu­ 
aries from which the North Vietnam­ 
ese have been launching their attacks 
on our men. 
If it were not so sad, we would 
have been amused at the North Viet­ 
namese when they called a press con­ 
ference to protest our ’’invasion” of 
Cambodia. Since it is the North Viet­ 
namese that we are going after over 
there we wonder how they got there 
if they did not invade Cambodia to 
start with. They are the ones that 
are threatening to overrun the whole 
country. 


In case we confused you last 
week when we were talking about 
Ralph Yarborough and said, ’’we did 
care for his endorsement of the Viet­ 
nam m oratorium ” we were confused 
ourselves when we read it the next 
day. The word ’’not" got left out in 
typing the story which did change the 
meaning just somewhat.

With no 
contested 
local 
races, less than 300 turned 
out to vote in the Democra­ 
tic Primary held here Sat­ 
urday. The closest thing to 
a local race was the one for 
State 
Representative, 
Dist. 
62, Place I, and it failed to 
draw any major interest as 
incumbent Grant Jones took 
an easy victory over his op­ 
ponent, Joe Hernandez. 
The only strong statewide 
race ended in an upset as 
Lloyd Bentsen of 
Houston 
defeated veteran U. S. Sen­ 
ator Ralph Yarborough 803,- 
441 to 714,692. Bentsen car­ 
ried Jones County 1039 to 
975 and also carried the Ham­ 
lin East box 128 to 78. The 
Hamlin West 'pox voted for 
Yarborough 39 to 
24 
and 
Nelnda split 19 to 19. 
The only 
other 
upset in 
the day's balloting saw vet­ 
eran Land Commissioner Jer­ 
ry Sadler go down in defeat 
as he was soundly trounced 
by Bob Armstrong, 
689,675 
to 428,368. Although 
there 
was a third man in the race; 
Armstrong won It without a 
need for a runoff. 
The only 
runoff in the 


statewide races will pit James 
Denton and Hawthorne Phil­ 
lips against each other in the

primary.

Denton led the three man 
field for the Supreme Court 
with 569,525 to Phillips’ 288,-
